Mrs. Warren declares she will prose- 
cute Yuette relentlessly for deceiving 
her, for abusing her children and taking 
her money and fer abandoning his wife 
and family in Philadelphia. He admits 
having left his family in Philadelphia, 
but pleads that he believed he had a 
legal right te marry again after three 
years. 

Angry as she is at Yuette’s treatment 
of her, Mrs. Warren enjoys the humor 
of certain incidents of her experience, 
particularly her supposed husband's 
fondness for triple-bolted doors and 
her own success in obtaining the record 
of his past life almost under his nose 
without exciting his suspicion and his 
fright when she turned him over to a 
policeman. 

Her Face Shows Sorrow. 

Mrs. Warren is some years Yuette's 
junior. She is of medium height, slen- 
der build and of determined counte- 
nance. Her face is broad and frequent- 
ly flushes crimson as she recounts the 
tragedy that has come into her Ife. 
The eyes are gray and cold when the 
jaw sets. A brown pompadour tops her 
forehead. Her hands and forearms tell 
the story of many years at a loom, the 
proceeds from which, aided by her first 
husband, bought the house which has 
now been sold and the cash squandered. 

At her home Mrs. Warren said Tues- 
day to a Post-Dispatcn reporter: 

“Tl was a widow, living in Pinckney- 
ville, Il., with my mother, Mrs. Jo- 
hanna Strauss, and my three children, 
Kate, aged 11, Addie, aged 9 and 
George, aged 7, when I was married 
on June 4, 196, to Jacob H. Yuette. 
He told me he was a bachelor, would 
be kina to my children and educate 
them, so I married him rather than 


some young man. I was fond of danc- 
ing and card parties, but I wus willing 
to give them up for the children’s sake. 

f moved to St. Louis a few days 
later, bringing with me a little legs 
than $4, which was my share of a 
home that had been sacrificed so we 
could come to St. Louis. Jacob put 
this money in the bank in his name — 
it’s all gone now. 


Padlocks on Doors. 


“T first became suspicious of him when 
he bought two big padlocks and put 
them on the doors of ovr flate.

Clever Forger Dressed as Work- 
man, Gathered $2000 From 
Storekeepers. 


IMITATED PAY CHECKS 


Names of St. Louis Car Co. 
Officers Signed to 
Them. 


Detectives are investigating “an | ex- 
tensive fraud committed by means of 
bogus pay checks of the St. Louis Car 
Co., at 7400 North B:oadway. 

By means of an imitation of the pay 
check so skillfully executed and forged 
that it deceived tradespeople and bank 
officials upward of #2000 has been gath- 
ered in by the man or men who worked 
the scheme. 

Up to date 50 bogus’ checks, for 
amounts ranging from $37.10 to $40.80, 
have turned up at the offices of the 
company, having been cashed by trades- 
people for a presumed employe of the 
company, and in turn honored at the 
National Bank of Commerce. 

The checks were floated during the 
tnree days following the pay day of 
Aug. 12. §So far as the detectives have 
been able to learn, all of the bogus 
checks were cashed by the same man, 
a fellow of about 30, in the garb of a 
workingtnan. His méthod was to make 
a smali purchase at a store in the vi- 
cinity of the car works and tender the 
check tn payment. As tradesmen have 
money ‘on hand around pay day to 
cash the checks he got the money in 
nearly e\ ery instance. 

One of tiié checks was cashed at the 
shue store of William Otterback, sll 
North Broadway. A man whose de- 
scription has been given to the police 
bought a pair of shoes there for ® and 
presented the check in payment. He 
was given $36.40 change and the shoes 
and left the store. Ine proprietor had 
been in the habit of cashing car com- 
pany checks and as the one proffered 
by the man seemed just like o.ners, he 
had no suspicion. 

Checks were cashed at other busincas 
places and, saloons in the vicinity, 
Those cashed at the salvons are said i» 
have been taken up by brewery agents. 

The pay checks are printed on yel- 
low paper and are slightly larger than 
regulation checks. They bear the sig- 
natures of George J. Kobusch, presi- 


dent, and George A. Mills, secretary 4nd 


treasurer. 

When it was discovered in checking 
up that there were too many pay checks 
a careful scrutiny led to the discovery 
of 50. bogus ones. They were the same 
size as the genuine, but were printed on 
paper a shade darker. The forgeries 
of the names of the president and sec- 
retary were found to be very good. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond has De- 
tectives Crowell and Hayhurst on the 
case. 

B F. Eawards, vice-president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, on which 
the checks were drawn, said Monday: 

“There is no doubt but that $2000 will 
cover the amount of bogus checks 
cashed. The loss on these checks will 
fall on the parties who cashed them. 
The forgery was discovered yesterday 
afternoon. None of the checks were 
cashed by the bank. 

“These checks are still coming In, but 
undoubtedly. will cease today, as the 
forgers will undoubtedly stop opera- 
tions. It seems to me that it will be 
impossible for them to et checks 
cashed in the future. The loss will be 
so widely divided that it will not fall 
heavily on any one person or firm. Al- 
most all the checks were cashed by 
small grocery stores and saloons. I 
cannot say how many forged checks 
have been found, but it is a large num- 
ber. All were drawn for very smal] 
amounts, and it takes a good many pay 
checks to make §2000.”’ 

At the office of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern Railroad in the Chemical 
Building it was said Tuesday afternoon 
that reports had been received there of 
swindles in pay checks of the company 
at points of. Cincinnati, the Swindlers 
having followed the pay car to circulate 
the checks. 

This swindle ts said to have amount- 
ed to many thousands of dollars.

Typhoid Fever Reports at Co- 
lumbia Do Not Cause 
Delay. 


STUDENTS SAFEGUARDED 


Acting President Jones Says 
Little Cause for 
Alarm. 


The Missouri State University at Co- 
lumbia opened Tuesday for the term. 
Acting President J. C. Jones said to 
the Post-Dispatch at 10 o'clock at Co- 


lumbia that it would not be possible to 
tell until evening whether reports of 
typhoid fever in the city had affected 
the attendance. 

“The university ‘s open,” he said, “and 
it will go ot with its work as usual. 
Health officers are inspecting all board- 
ing houses and an approved list is be- 
ing made up. Students as they arrive 
will be sent only to such boarding 
houses as have been found to be per- 
fectly sanitary. 

“Tne health of the students will be 
safeguarded in every way. In the cases 
of those who come from smaller. places 
tr. the State where there is typhoid fe- 
ver we feel that they will be as well 
safeguarded here as anywhere else, if 
not better.’’ 

Columbia. officials say that while it is 
appreciated that it is a serious ihing 
to have numerous cases in the city, 
there is no alarm. ‘They say that the 
people of the city are cleaning up and 
removing everything that has been 
pointed out by the Board of Health 
a8 4 source of possible infection. ‘They 
are confident that in a few days the 
city will be in a thoroughly sanitary 
condition, and that it will be kept in 
that condition. Weeds are being cut 
and all places that might be lurking 
places of the disease purified, the ws- 
roa analyzed and no precaution omit- 

The officials contend that in view of 
the fact that there has been Oniy one 
death there is no occasion for alarm.

St. Louis Relatives Hear of 
Miss Leila Scherer’s At- 
tempt at Suicide. 


NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE 


Mother Had Refused to Let 
the Girl Go to Postoffice 
to Mail Letters. 


L. H. Seherer of 721 Walton avenue 
reccived a long distance telephone mes- 
sage from his brother, George A. Scher- 
er of Litchfield, DT1l., Tuesday morning 
apprising him of the attempted suicide 
of his niece, Miss Lelia Scherer, who 
shot herself below the heart Monday 
evening and who is expected to die. 

The shooting followed the refusal of 
the girl's mother to permit her to go to 
the Postofficé to mail three letters, pre- 
sumably addressed to young men of 
whom the mother did not approve. 

Miss Scherer is known in St. Louis, 
having paid a visit to her uncle during 
the World’s Fair. While here she made 
many friends, all of whom were great- 
ly shocked when they heard the news 
of her attempt at self destruction. 

L. H. Scherer and his family departed 
for Litchfield immediately upon receipt 
of the telephone message. 


Girl Pretty Blond. 

Miss Scherer, a very pretty girl of 18, 
of the blond type and slender, had 
many admirers, but it is not known that 
she had any serious love affair. 

“The last time I saw her was during 
June, 19944, when she was here on a 
visit to the Fair,’’ said her uncle to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “She was a 
guest at my home during her.stay and 
was the life of the household. 


“She was one of the jolliest girls | 
ever met, and we frequently remarked 
that nothing could ever worry her. 

“Two weeks ago she wrote us that 
she was taking shorthand lessons. She 
snid she was going to make a business 
woman out of herself. Her letter did 
not contain the slightest hint that she 
was mélancholy. She wrote that she 
was enjoying good health and having 
a fine time. 

“She was one of the most , 
young women of Litchfield. If eg ne 
any love affair I did not know of it 
My brother, her father, was formerly 
city marshal of Litchfield, and is com. 
fortably fixed.”’

plosion of her magazine, causing the loss of 599 lives, including men 
of other ships who went to the rescue. 

The fire started from an unknown cause at midnight on Sum 
day night, Sept. 10. Before the officers could be rescued the fire 
reached the aft magazine, which exploded, blowing a ‘hole in i 
port side of the vessel below the water line and causing the ship 
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The Mikasa was a first-class battleship of 15,200 tons displacement. 
was built in England and was launched in 1902. 

The Mikasa was the flagship of the Japanese navy, flying the flag of 
Admiral Togo, the commander-in-chief. She was present at all the p 
engagements during the war and was on several occasions reported re 
damaged in action. At the battle of the Sea of Japan she led the fleet 
action and her name was mentioned in connection with some of the most 
ring events of this famous sea fight. 

-Her 
speed was 18 knots and she carried 4 12-inch, 14 6-inch and 40 smaller gums” 
and had 6 huge searchlights.

Physicians have removed a portion of 
the brain from the skull of Henry Seip 
vf Bdwardsville, Ill, who was. shot 
through the head Monday night by his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Josephine Maze, at 
her home on Commercial street in Ed- 
wardsville. Little hope is held out for 
his recovery, and his death is expected 
nourly.

He refused, and, releasing his wife, 


turneqd and rushed at Mrs. Mase. 
When a foot from her she raised the 
revolver and fired. The powder singed 
his hair. The bullet entered his fore-. 
head over the left ¢ye and passed 
through his head. It came out behind 
his left eur. 

. Calmly Puts Away Pistol. 

Mrs. ow rusnued to her unconscious 
husband and heid her hand over the 
gaping wound. Mrs. Maze returned to 
the house with the revolver, while a 
policeinan took charge of the wounded 
man. 

Mrs. Maze, while busy with her house. 
hold duties, complacently told the story 
or the shooting to a Post-Dispaich re- 
purter Tuesday. 

“I am sorry I had to shoot my sis- 
ters husband, but I know he would 
have killed me if 1 hadn’t,”’ she said. 

‘“‘He had been drinking when he came 
home Monday night. He has so mis- 
treated my sister that 1 have had her 
come and live with me 

I never dreamed of shooting him when 
I went in to get the revolver. I thought 
it would frighten him and he wouid 
leave, but he would have killed me, be- 
cause he is a desperate man when he 
drinks. He has threatened to kffl me 
and we are all afraid of him.

DAUGHTER PROSTRATED 


Mrs. Foster of Chicago Learns 
Mother’s Reputation From 
Newspapers. 


BOY IN THE CASE APPEARS 


Birth Record Indicates He Is 
Son of Lee Woman’s 
Brother. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 12.—‘‘Minnie 
Lee,’’ the Chicago woman whom Gov. 
Herrick says is trying to blackmail 
him out of a sum of money, came to 
Columbus Monday to confer with Judge 
Sloan, whom she desires to take her 
claim against the Governor. 

She registered under the name of 
“Minnie Lee’’ and the child that figures 
as the basis of the claim, a pale-faced 
boy of about 9 years, was with her. To 
reporters she said that she was not the 
‘“‘Minnie Lee’’ who had a.claim against 
the Governor, but finally admitted her 
identity. but refused to discuss the 
case. 

She did not call upon the Governor, 
though she was within a square of his 
office when she called upon Judge Sloan, 

Judge Sloan demanded $500 with which 
to meet the expenses of such an inves- 
tigation of her case as well as assure 
him that she has a just claim against 
Gov. Herrick. She did not demur to this 
proposition and left for Chicago to get 
the money. She seems to be well sup- 
plied with funds and the detective who 
shadowed her from Chicago to Cleve- 
land and to this city said she stopped at 
the best hotels and traveled in the most 
luxurious manner. 

Judge Sloan said that both attorneys 
for Gov. Herrick and Supt. Schumacher 
of the Pinkerton detective agency had 
urged him to drop the case. 

“I would bring such an action against 
the President as quickly as against a 
private citizen if fi tlcuzht claim 
was just,”’ said Judge Sloan. 

Gov. Herrick denies the story sent 
out from Chicago that the Lee woman 
has a check from him photographed 
showing that he paid her money.

Where the long brown curls, the pride

The scalp was bare of 
hair high up on the forehead and but 
afew wisps were ieft at the back, but 
not one curl remained. 


Finer took his boy to the Four Courts 
and told his story to Chief Kiely, who 
promised that the boys who had done 
the barber work would be arrested. 

Just before Nathan was attacked the 
Same negro boys, Eli Dubinsky alleges, 
tried to cut his hair. Eli, who is 10 
years old, beat them off. He lost some 
hair in the scuffle. 


Abe Finer was spokesman for Nathan, 
who cannot talk plainly, and told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter about their joint 
experiences, 


“Nathan, he and me went down by 
our cousin’s Dubinsky yesterday after- 
neen "bout time school lets out. We 


got in a yard where nigger boys were 

laying circus. A big boy and a little 
oy tried to catch me, but couldn't. 
Then they caught Nathan by the big 
stone steps down by my cousin's. 

“The big boy was this high (Abe 
raised his hands about four feet from 
the ground), but the other was a littler 
boy. The little boy held Nathan and 
the. big boy cut his hair with shears 
like papa used. I ran up and gave the 
little boy a punch in the eye, but Na- 
than’s curls were all off. The curls fell 
on the atepe and the boys ran awiy. 

‘I took. Nathan home ‘cause the nig- 
ger boys wanted to stick him with the 
shears.’’ 

Nathan was grieving while his broth- 
er talked. After his father exhibits 
him in court, if an arrest is made, in 
his present shorn condition, the barber 
will shave his scalp so that when new 
a grow they will all have an even 
start.

WORK OR RESIGN. 

The President of an automobile manufacturing 
company, the business of which was built up in St. 
Louis, says that he is compelled to move his plant 
to Illinois on account of the expense and delays 
caused by the bridge arbitrary and by insufficient 
railway terminals. The fact that’ St. Louis is not on 
the railroad map and that shipments must be made 
to or from East St. Louis, with bridge tolls on all 
St. Louis shipments, is the reason given for the re- 
moval.
